July I.— Every 
mill in the United States, with a few 
exceptions, whose wage s* coles are un­ 
der the jurisdiction of -the Amalga­ 
mated Association of Iron. Steel and 
Tin W orkers, shut down last night. 
These mills altogether employ 25,000 
men, who are members of the Amalga­ 
mated association, liesides those who 
are not. 
T he general shut-down takes 
piece on account of the failure of the 
Amalgamated association tcale com­ 
m ittee and the m anufacturers to agree 
on a puddling rate at the conference 
held here Wednesday. 
The Muncie Iron and Steel company 
signed the Amalgamated association 
scale and will continue to work.

THE TOWN TALES OF A DAY. 


W a s Thought to Be the W ealthiest 
Man In England—Built a Railroad 
For the Czar of Russia—Made a 
Fortune in Building L ines—W a s 75 
Years Old. 


William Louis Winftns,of Baltimore, 
a cousin of Mrs. E. T. Foote and the 
Hon. 
John Winans, of this city, is 
dead, his demise cecurirg in England, 
a t the age of seventy -five years. 
Mr. J 
W inans was the son of the late Ross 
W inans, of Baltimore, and a brother 
of the late Thomas Winans. 
He was 
a member of the celebrated Winans 
firm which made a large fortune in 
this country aa builders of railroads. 
About fifty year? ago Em peror Nich­ 
olas of 
Russia conceived the idea of 
building a railroad j dining St. Peters­ 
burg to Moscow. 
While others shrank 
from undertaking the task,the Winans 
took it up, and through its execution 
made a fortune. 
While in Russia Thom as married a 
native, and William married Miss Del­ 
a n o , an English w om an,and returned 
to England. 
Both brothers 
were of 
an eccentric disposition. 
William's 
took the form of 
a dread of 
cross­ 
ing the ocean, and ever 6icce he did 
so, in 1844, when he w ant to Russia, 
he has never been in this country. 
He often made the rem ark th a t he 
would not cross the ocean for millions. 
shortly before his death 
William 
W inans was regarded the third richest 
and one of the most extravagant men 
in England. He spent money lavishly. 
He m aintained a shooting box 
in 
Ivernesshirc. Scotland, a t a yearly 
rental of $ 3 5 ,0 0 0 and a seaside villa at 
Brighton. 
One of his favorite methods of en­ 
tertain in g his friends, 
was to tre a t 
them to m orning concerts a t which 
P atti, Nilsson and other great operatic 
artiste sang. 
Mr. Winans, who was about seven­ 
ty-five years old, leaves a widow and 
tw o sons, 
W alter and Lewis. 
Both 
are ardant sportsmen. 
W alter is an 
expert pistol shot and has won m any 
cups and prises offered in E ngland for 
pistol shooting. 
Despite the large am ount cf money 
spent by Mr. Winans in high living, 
his capital never decreased, and he 
leaves a big fortune to his heirs. 
He 
leaves real estate in Baltimore which 
he inherited from his father.
